On Wednesday, March 30, 2011, the City of 
Newark and Tucker Development Corporation 
hosted a groundbreaking for the Courtyard by Mar- 
riott at the Prudential Center, a mixed-use hotel and 
retail project that will be a significant catalyst to 
Newark's economic growth, bringing new invest- 
ment, ratables and employment to the Brick City.

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“Educators 4 Kids” Test Taking Tips: Dos a Don’ts 


* DO budget your time, make sure you have suffi- 
cient time to answer all questions on the exam. 
e DON'T spend too much time on any one question. 


* DO go over any material from practice tests, 
sample problems, etc 

e DON'T try to study all the material the night 
before. 


e DO eat a good breakfast. Having food in your 
stomach will give you energy. 

e DON'T eat heavy foods which can make you 
groggy. 

* DO get a good night's sleep (at least 8-10 hours). 

* DON'T party the night before. 


* DO make sure to arrive to school on time. 
* DON'T be absent unless it is an emergency. 


e DO use a number two pencil... and bring a few 
extra. 


* DON'T forget an eraser! 


* DO review your work. 
e DON'T leave any answers blank (take a guess!). 


EDUCATORS FOR KIDS: STATE TESTING 

What is NJ Ask, you ask? The New Jersey Assess- 
ment of Skills and Knowledge is a standard-based 
assessment used in New Jersey's public schools. It 
measures how well students are acquiring the 
knowledge and skills outlined in the state's Core 
Curriculum Content Standards. Those measures fall 
into three broad categories: “partially proficient",

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“proficient”, and “advanced proficient”. 


The NJ Ask has two types of questions: multiple 
choice and open ended. With the multiple-choice, 
students are asked to choose the one correct answer 
out of four choices provided. With the open-ended 
questions, children answer with written responses 
in their own words. Each test section is timed, and 
students may not proceed to the next section until 
the time for the current section has expired. If stu- 
dents have not finished a section when time runs 
out, they must stop and put down their pencils. 
There are clear directions throughout the test. 


The Language Arts Literacy component of the NJ 
Ask is made up of two sections: Reading and Writ- 
ing. In the Reading section, the test will include 
three reading passages at each grade level. Reading 
passages will include literature as well as informa- 
tional reading selections from a wide array of sources 
and genres. In the Writing section the test will 
include a speculative prompt presenting a brief 
scenario. 


Students will use that scenario as a springboard for 
writing a story, drawing on stories they have read as 
well as their own experiences to develop ideas for 
their stories. The explanatory prompts are based on 
topics familiar to students and will ask them to 
describe, discuss, explain, or analyze some aspects 
of the topic. 
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The Mathematics component of the NJ Ask is made 
up in three parts: multiple-choice, short constructed 


response, and extended constructed response. This 24 Wright Street 
year calculators will be permitted only on some parts аг е 07114 
of the multiple-choice and extended constructed re- n pay 12098 


sponse items. The short constructed response part of 
NJ Ask for all grades 3 through 8 will be non-calcu- 
lator active for all students, including students with 
disabilities. According to Mr. Harry Romeo, President 
of Educators for Kids, this is a true disadvantage for 
our children. 


The Science component of the NJ Ask is made up of 
four parts: multiple choice, and open-ended items in 
Life Science, Physical Science, and Earth Science. The 
Science component of the NJ Ask is only adminis- 
tered to grades 4 and 8.
